Negotiations for peace between Japan 


ani China, which were interrupted by 
the shooting of Li Hung Chang, the 
Chinese peace envoy, have been re- 
aumed. It is believed that Japan will 
receive an indemnity of several hun- 
dred millions of dollars. Naturally 
this indemnity would be paid in silver, 
as both nations recognize silver as 
legal tender money, but tho New York 
gold papers say they have reason to 
believe that the indemnity will be 
fixed on a gold busia. 


The payment of the Chinese indem- 


nity in silver would create a demand 
that would doubtless send the metal 
up to its coinage value, in spite of hos- 
tile iBgislaticn. The Gold Trust does not 
want that. It is making more money 
with silver below the cost of produc- 
tion and gold the only standard of 
value. It is, therefore, to its inter- 
to keep silver depreciated, and to do 
this it will resort to every tneans whu i 
the cunning of its members can devise 
The trust controls nil the Governments 
in Europe.

Second—To prevent the main 
tainance of an organized lobby at th 
Capital of the State, either to obstruc 
or promote legislation. Third—To en 
act such laws as are expedient to pre 
vent fraud against the elective fran 
shise and to secure honest elections i 
large cities. 


If the special session of the Missour 


Legislature succeeds in enacting laws 
that will accomplish the purposes for 
which it is called it will distinguish 
itself above all law making bodies that 
have met for years. A law that will 
define the relations between corpora- 
tions and their employes, and be just 
to both, will be of incalculable benefit. 
Then an act to prevent trained and ex- 
perienced lobbyists from deluding un- 
sophosticated and inexperienced law 
makers, unaccustomed to the ways of 
the wicked, will be worth the cost of an 
extra session. The lobbyist may be 
debarred, underpenalty, from pursuing 
his calling and seducing honest legisla- 
tors from the paths of rectitude in the 
legislative halls or State Capitol, but to 
prevent him from tampering with mem- 
bers, who have no objections and who 
invite rather than repel him, in hotel 
corridors and back streets will bo much 
more difficult. Then to enact laws that 
will prevent fraud against tbe elective 
franchise and secure honest elections 
in St. Louis and Kansas City will bean 
achievement worthy the closing years 
of the nineteenth century.

Uao residence o! John Newmarker, sit- 
uated south east of town uas entirely 
destroyed by fire. It i» supposed that 
the building caught lire from sparks 
blown by the high wind yesterday 
moruiug from the horning debris of 
the lire that occurred on Mr. Newmark- 
er's place last Monday.

marker and his sons had endeavored 
the night before to extinguish or con- 
trol the burning mass of the previous 
fire aud by midnight had so far suc- 
ceeded that no danger was apprehended 
and had retired. At an early hour yes- 
terday morning Mrs. J. F. Aitken's at- 
tention was attracted by a peculiar 
light aud she arose to seo the cause of 
it, aud found that the old fire had 
burst out furiously, and that the roof 
of Mr. Newmarker's residence 
had 


caught fire. Hho tiroufced Mr Aitksu 
and ho called up his men, and they all 
hurried to the scene of the lire, but by 
the tune they reached them little could 
be done in the way of having anything, 
Mr. Newmarker's family having barely 
time lo escape with thfir iives. At- 
tention \vas directed to saving sur- 
roundiug property, nu<j it was round 
necessary on ,11 count of the wind and 
flying cinders to make a fight to save 
the resideui e aud out buildings of Mrs. 
Maxwell, situatod nearly a quarter of 
a mile distant from Newumrker's. At 
7.30 
Chief Hodgkinson aud Engineer 


Courtois started for the fire with a 
steamer. 
Officer Hageiman accom- 


panied them and all was done that 
possibly could b* to i ua ourronudum 
property, such u.; oiiti.iuhlingb, hhed:, 
haystacks, etc. 


It is thought that t-p irk-f from the

A CLUIOUS CLOCK. 


It Was aiado by a Gormnn Artist, Who 


, 
\Vorkoil nt it Six yearn. 


A curious clock has been made by a 


olockmaker at Warsaw named Gold- 
fadon, who has worked at it for six 
years, says an exchange. The clock 
represents a railway station, with wait' 
ing-rooms for travelers, telegraph and 
ticket offices, a very pretty, well-lighted 
platform and a flower garden, in the 
center of which is a sprinkling fount- 
ain of clear water. Past the railway 
station run the lines. There are also 
signal boxes, signal lights and reser- 
voirs—in fact everything that belongs 
to a railway station to the smallest de- 
tail. 


In the cupola of the oentral tower is 


a clock, which shows the time of the 
place, two clocks in the side cupolas 
show the time at New York and Peking 
and on the two outermost towers are a 
calendar aud a barometer. 


Every quarter of an hour the station 


begins to show signs of life. First of 
all the telegraph official begins to work. 
He dispatches a telegram stating that 
the line is clear. 


The doors open and on the platform 


appear the 
station-master and his 


assistant; the clerk is seen at the 
window of the ticket-office and the 
pointsmen come out of their boxes and 
close the barriers. 


A lung line of people forms at the 


ticket-office to buy tickets; porters 
carry luggage; the bell is rung and 
then out of the' tunnel comes a train 
rushing into the station and after the 
engine has given a shrill whistle, stops. 


A workman goes from carriage to 


carriage and tests the axles with a 
hammer. Another pumps water into 
the boiler of the engine. 


After the third signal with the bell 


the engine whistles and the train dis- 
appears in the opposite tunnel; the 
station master and assistant leave the 
platform and the doors of the waiting 
room close behind them; the points- 
men return into their boxes and per- 
fect stillness prevails till, in a quarter 
of an hour, the whole is repeated.—

In the case of John M. Wright and 8 


C. Wright, appellants, vs. Carson Water 
Company, a Corporation, respondent, 
on appeal the Supreme Court holds 
that it has no power to review its own 
judgment in the same case, except 
upon petition for rehearing. Snob are 
the decisions of more than two hundred 
cases decided in more than thirty 
States of the Union and in the Federal 
Courts, and the Supreme.

From those rules and 
upon these authorities the Court is of 
the opinion that the judgment of the 
District Court should be affirmed. The 
Court, however, does not desire to con- 
vey the idea of an implied approval ol 
the former decision and states that 
judgir.ei.l 0.1 the appeal is based alone 
upon the ground of res judicata.

DEATH OF ALEXANDER WISE. 


An 
Old IVcvadan 
l/'rosges the Dark 


Klver. 


Alexander Wise, State Senator from 


Humboldt county, died yesterday at 
Santa Monica, California. He had been 
in poor health for some time and he 
went to San Francisco on a health- 
seeking mission early last Winter and 
returned to attend the session of the 
Legislature. His health continued to 
fail and early in March he went to 
Santa Monica, accompanied by his wife, 
hoping that the mild climate and sea 
air might prove beneficial. 


Mr. Wise came from San Jose, Cal- 


ifornia, to Humboldt county, in this 
State, in 1862. He engaged in various 
enterprises, and at one time had con- 
tracts to supply the troops at Dun 
Glen and Camp Scott, Paradise Valley, 
with hay, grain and wood. Subse- 
quently he engaged in mining and at 
the time of his death owned the cele- 
brated Babbit Hole sulphur mines. 
He was a native of Prussia, aged about 
62 years, and of Jewish parentage. 
He 


was enterprising and public spirited, 
ever ready with purse and energy to 
advance the interests of the community 
in which hen lived. Last Fall he was 
elected to the State Legislature to fill 
the vacancy created by the resignation 
of C. A. La Grave, now State Controller. 
He had many good traits of character 
and many personal friends who will 
regret to hear of his death. He was a 
member of Winnemucca Lodge, F. & A. 
M., of which he was W. M. for many 
years, and his funeral will take place 
in San Francisco. He leaves a widow 
and three children to mourn the loss 
of an affectionate husband and father. 
Peace to his ashes and green be the 
grass above them,

It is impossible for myself or the de- 
tectives to talk on the matter with any- 
one. When the proper time comes the 
people will know everything. We 
are working as hard as we can on 
the case, but we can not say when the 
investigation will be completed, what 
the shortage is and 
who are the 


guilty parties. 


When the time arrives tha Govern- 


ment will act quickly in the matter 
and then every body will know all 
about it. This is absolutely all that I 
can tell you about it or any one else." 


FIRE AT BATTLE MOUNTAIN. 


A Man Burned to Beath in His Cabin. 


Eegent Starrett, who arrived from

of "ttm Otlur Half In Great 


Urltaln During the Cold Weulher. 


' It ia literally true that tho very poor 
•.'f London and other English cities hsvo 
been compelled to make a deliberate 
choice between food and fuel, and it has 
been a bitter dilemma for many thou- 
sands of destitute English, Irish and 
Scotch families in the last few weeks. 


Koports of the suffering in northern 


cities are even worse, for the cold there 
bus been rnnoh more severe. Thus in 
Gla^'ow alono 40,000 men are idle and 
de-titnto. The police are almost unable 
to copo with the great throngs of fiiffl- 
itihiug women and children who clam- 
or tor food at tho sonp kitchens and 
uther places whore a partial supply is 
nbuinable. The starving multitudes in 
Liu'qjool nro even greater, and pitiful 
H cncs occur daily at the places where 
iuo.it inadequate attempts are made to 
distribute small supplies of food. The 
sooialists have opened a soup kitchen 
: K10, and a correspondent sends nn ac- 
cmi'it of a typical scene yesterday after- 
noon. Aboilt 3 o'clock the large open 
suiro was crowded with men, women 
isi..l children, whose sufferings from 
In.i.Kor wcro intensified by the piercing 
cold wind -which swept across the local 
bn7 of Bi.icuy as if coining from tho re 
tn i.i of it cibcif-s. Women clad in nuwo 
rjtuly i"ins shivered and cowered before 
rho blnit, their feet numb, their faces 
In id with cold and want, while they 
-,tiovo to find protection from tho wind 
by gathering their thin ragged garments 
do=(?r. A largo number of spectators as- 
viiibletl on tho outskirts of tbo square, 
tLu crowd including magistrates, ship- 
owners raid other prominent citizens. 
The bights weru harrowing. The scram- 
ble for bread by the famishing crowd 
was pitiful. 


Tho socialwts' bonp kitchen began 


operations at tho usual hour and doled 
soup and bruid continuously for over an. 
houi The tood was wolfishly devoured 
by the hunger stricken people, who 
could not bo fed fast enough. 
Several 


vaiw loaded with bread came up while 
the hou« distribution was proceeding. 
There was such a rush for tho bread 
that tho socialists found it impossible to 
oany out their benevolent intentions in I 
nn orderly manner. In sheer desp:iir tbpy ! 
pitched the bread into the ranks of the 
.si.irviug mass. Then ensued a terrible 
scramble 
Women and children were 


!:j;ookpd about, the strong bearing down 
the WIIRK, .soiaa going off with three or 
Jorr loaves others left without any- 
tin up. Tho second cart came while tho 
hurauiblo round the first was going cm. 
Tim crowd surged round the new arrival 
MI that anything like a fair distribution 
v.'as out of the question. 
Thoso iu the 


van v.ere pitchforking bread on tho 
hesilh ot the people when the polios 
camo up and took charge. Tho crowd 
\vas formed into line, and a more effect- 
JVD hybtem was inaugurated. Through- 
out tlio afternoon the esplanade was the 
scene of bewildering excitement. 
A 


poor widow, with a child in her arms, 
after considerable waiting, got to the 
soup kitchen. Overcome by hunger, she 
sank down 011 the pavement, holding 
fast to the soup bowl, fearful lost a 
drop should bo spilled. Ultimately she 
revived somewhat and began to feed 
the child, which ate the soup ravenously.
